Military is Clatsop County’s 
third-largest ‘industry’ 


wo of Clatsop County’s leading 

industries are readily apparent to the 

most casual visitor driving north- 
ward along U.S. Highway 101, or west- 
ward along U.S. Highway 30. 

There is obvious evidence of a tourism 
industry, with vacationers motoring 
bumper-to-bumper toward the mouth of 
the mighty Columbia River and the unre- 
stricted beaches on the Pacific Ocean. 

Along the way, there are also signs of 
natural resource-based industries, with col- 
orful fishing boats moored in marinas and 
logging trucks entering the highways from 
vast forests. 

Even county residents, however, are 
sometimes surprised to learn of a third 
“industry” that carries as much impact as 
tourism or logging: the U.S. military. Two 
unobtrusive military installations here gen- 
erate payrolls as large as those produced 
by all the county’s restaurants and taverns 
combined, or by all processors of lumber 
and wood products. 

Clatsop County’s military bases are out 
of most tourists’ sight. Camp Rilea Armed 

. Forces Training Center is a few miles 
south of Astoria, on Highway 101. The 
U.S. Coast Guard’s Air Station Astoria is 
near Fort Clatsop National Memorial, east 
of U.S. 101 in Warrenton. 

Together, the two installations paid 1994 
salaries to their Clatsop County personnel 
alone in excess of $14.7 million. 


Compare that figure with the annual 
$15.4 million payroll countywide for lum- 
ber and wood products manufacturing — or 
with the $16.3 million to staff eating and 
drinking establishments, or the $9.5 mil- 
lion in salaries paid every year to employ- 
ees of hotels and motels — and the concept 
of a three-legged economy in Clatsop 
County — tourism, natural resources and 
the military — begins to sound a bit more 
believable. 


he Coast Guard’s Air Group Astoria 
employs 700-800 people locally, 


including those assigned to the air 
station near Warrenton and rescue stations 
from southwest Washington south to the 
Tillamook area. There are also two cutters 
and a buoy tender moored in downtown 
Astoria and a nationally renowned motor 
lifeboat school across the river in Ilwaco. 
The cutters, which are tied up at Astoria’s 
17th Street Dock near the Columbia River 
Maritime Museum, are open weekly for 
tours. 

At the Camp Rilea Armed Forces 
Training Center south of Warrenton, 350 
people are assigned year-round, but an 
estimated 50,000 to 70,000 trainees from 
all branches of the military and from civil- 
ian law enforcement agencies pass through 
Camp Rilea all year. 

Camp Rilea’s 2,000-acre post — with 
nearly three miles of Pacific Ocean shore- 
line — has 215 buildings, which are also 
used annually by hundreds of civilian 
groups. Churches, schools and non-profit 
groups reserve portions of the post for 
such events as outdoor camps. 

Military personnel, both active duty and 
retired, can reserve overnight accommoda- 
tions on the post for a nominal fee. There 
are also 10 full RV hookups. To make 
reservations, call (503) 861-4018.

A place a boat can 
call home 


he North Coast of Oregon and 
southwest Washington region boast 
some of the best boating in the 
world. Lucky for visitors who come to the 
region by water instead of highways, there 
are several options for service. 

* The Port of Astoria’s West End 
Mooring Basin is a full-service marina 
with fuel docks, restrooms, pump out sta- 
tions and a nearby restaurant. The marina 
can handle up to 450 boats up to 100 feet 
long. Transient rates vary by size of vessel. 
For more information, call (503) 325-8279. 

* Transient moorage at the Hammond 
Marina andWarrenton Mooring Basin 
depends on the time of the year. The har- 
bormaster urges boaters to call ahead. 
Boats up to 70 feet long can be accommo- 
dated, with moorage rates based on vessel 
size. Both marinas offer power and water. 
Bait shops are located nearby in Warrenton. 
For more information, call (503) 861-3822. 

Meanwhile in Washington: 

* The Port of Peninsula, on the north 
end of the Peninsula in Nahcotta on 
Willapa Bay, Wash., has about 100 leased 
slips. Transient boaters are welcome. Daily, 
weekly, monthly and yearly rates are avail- 
able.

Casting about for something to do? 
Try fishing 


othing compares to the exhilaration 
of boating over waters where the 
mighty Columbia River, having 
reached journey’s end, rushes into the Pacific 
Ocean. Add the thrill of catching large game 
fish and the experience will be imprinted for- 
ever into memory. 

Fortunately, these excursions are available 
to anyone, thanks to charter boats berthed at 
the Port of Ilwaco, Port of Astoria and 
mooring basins at Hammond and 
Warrenton. They provide various outings 
ranging from sightseeing to bottom and deep 
sea fishing on the ocean and river. 
Everything is provided except personal 
clothing and favorite refreshments. 

The view of the land from the seaward 
side — lighthouses, Astoria, Saddle Mountain 
and Haystack Rock — are often breathtaking. 
Crossing the bar, where river and ocean 
meet, is an exciting time on the boat as the 
skipper skillfully maneuvers through often- 
turbulent waters to reach open sea. 

Sea lions bask on jetty rocks. Seals’ heads 
pop out of the water here and there, and sea 
gulls fly overhead hoping for a handout. 

Sometimes the boats stop and anchor for 
bottom fishing that produces a variety of fish 


including sturgeon, red snapper, sole, bass, 
ling cod, rock cod and cabazon. Other times 
boats drift while passengers fish for salmon. 

Many passengers, strangers at the excur- 
sion’s beginning, become friends before 
day’s end, caught up in the camaraderie of 
boating and fishing together. 

For anyone who has never ventured on 
ocean waters, but harbors a deep desire to at

visitors who are expected to arrive in 

Astoria by tour boat this year, you were 
just treated to the most picturesque 
approach — by water — to the town that 
Astor built. 

As you near Astoria’s 17th Street Dock, 
you see plentiful evidence of the working 
waterfront that has been Astoria’s lifeline 
for nearly 200 years. Rising steeply from 
the Columbia River are the tree-clad hills, 
studded with colorfulVictorian houses. 

At the top of Coxcomb Hill, slightly to 
your left as you stand with your back to the 
water, you will see a slender tower: the 
newly restored Astoria Column. 

Most tour-boat guests are greeted at the 
dock by a local “ambassador” from the 
Astoria-Warrenton Area Chamber of 
Commerce, or by a local merchant or 
restaurateur. These emissaries of local 
goodwill distribute brochures describing 
easy walking tours of Astoria’s historic dis- 
trict. 

Walking-tour brochures are usually avail- 
able at the Columbia River Maritime 
Museum, near the 17th Street Dock where 
tour boats land, or at the Clatsop County 
Heritage Museum at 16th and Exchange 
Streets, just a few blocks away. 

An important tip for land-navigation in 
Astoria: the east-west streets (those that run 
parallel to the river) are named alphabeti-

cally from Marine Drive as you proceed 
southward, or up the hill. 

If you were to walk directly up 17th 
Street from the tour-boat dock, you would 
cross Marine Drive, then Duane Street, 
Exchange Street, Franklin Avenue, Grand 
Avenue, Irving Avenue and Jerome Avenue, 
where the street dead-ends at Clatsop 
Community College. 

The view of the waterfront alone is 
reward enough for the six-block, uphill 
climb — but you will also find yourself in the 
heart of Astoria’s most historic neighbor- 
hood, with Victorian homes at every turn. 


or those who would like to visit the 
Hever Column, several local taxis 

will make the trip for an average fare 
of $7 to $10, depending on the “standby 
time” at the summit of Coxcomb Hill. 
(Roadrunner Taxi can be reached at 325- 
3131; Old Gray Cab at 861-1735.) 

If climbing hills isn’t your forte, turn 
right at the dock and enjoy the first com- 
pleted phase of Astoria’s Riverwalk pro- 
ject, which upon completion will traverse 
the riverfront for more than a mile. 
Enterprising locals have plans to convert 
the railroad tracks for use by a trolley. 

Consider Astoria a work in progress: 
your first visit will whet your appetite; by 
your next visit, expect the town to have 
some surprises in store.

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COLUMBIA RIVER 
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ASTORIA 


Whether it’s a visit to the newly refur- 
bished Astoria Column or a tour of the lov- 
ingly preserved navigational lightship 
Columbia, Astoria’s got it all. 

As you enter the city from the east, notice 
the view of the waterfront and the mighty 
Columbia River. Astoria has a working 
waterfront, a ribbon of canneries, ware- 
houses and maritime concerns. Columbia 
River Bar and river pilots maintain offices 
here, regularly ferrying out to the huge 
ships that travel the river to help make safe 
passage. Listen for ship whistles — that’s the 
way the ship pilots talk to each other. 


our first view of the city from the 
y east might take in the sweep of his- 

toric homes on the left side of the 
roadway. Notice, too, the small replica of a 
U.S. Customshouse. The original building 
was the first of its kind west of the rockies. 
As you pass through Uppertown, you might 
spot several of the city’s antique shops. 
Astoria’s a good bet if you like old stuff — 
you just might find a real jewel. 

Winding into downtown, you can’t help 
but notice the wave-shaped building to your 
right. That’s the Columbia River Maritime 
Museum, 1792 Marine Drive. A nationally- 
acclaimed museum, it has one of the most 
extensive collections of nautical artifacts on 
the West Coast. The collection includes the 
conning tower from a U.S. Navy submarine 
— complete with operable periscopes 
through which you can watch river traffic — 
the wheelhouse and bridge of the destroyer 
USS Knapp, a fleet of authentically

cal memorabilia and numerous historical 
photographs and displays. This year a major 
new exhibit, “Exploradores! Spanish 
Explorers of the Northwest Coast,” is 
planned. It includes a 52-foot-long, half- 
scale model of the Sonora, a Spanish 
exploration vessel and interactive computer 
stations. At the end of the summer, an over- 
haul is planned for the museum’s naval his- 
tory gallery. The museum is open 9:30 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. year-round, except for 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. Admission is 
$5 for adults, $4 for seniors and $2 for chil- 
dren 6-17. Children under 6 are free. 

The docks near the museum are abuzz 
with activity. The U.S. Coast Guard main- 
tains two cutters there, the Alert and the 
Steadfast. The ships are open for tours. The 
Coast Guard also runs an air station in 
nearby Warrenton, dispatching rescue crews 
and helicopters in a range from Southwest 
Washington down south along the Oregon 
Coast. 

The city’s 17th Street Dock also has 
space for the public to tie up. In the past 
few years, Astoria has become an increas- 
ingly popular cruise boat destination, with 
tour companies linking a stop in the city to 
area historical sites. 


Museum, you can’t help but notice the 
fine houses.

was built in 1885 by Capt. George Flavel, 
master of a sailing fleet. Distinguished by a 
fourth-story cupola used by the captain and 
his wife to watch river traffic, the house is 
considered by many to be Astoria’s best 
example of the Queen Anne Victorian 
architecture of the late 1880s. During the 
Christmas season, plum pudding is offered 
at the home. August finds visitors nibbling 
on scones and enjoying tea. July 21.is a 
day of Victorian Leisures on the Flavel 
House Grounds, featuring an ice cream 
social and other period activities. 

Hours for the Heritage Museum and 
Flavel Museum are 10/a.m. to 5 p.m., 
year-round from May to September and 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m., year-round from October 
through April.

If 
you’re hungry for more history and historic 
architecture, you might want to contact 
Historical Tours of Astoria, (503) 325-3005, 
a guide service offering personalized group 
tours. 

Travel to the very top of the hill and you’ll 
find one of the city’s crown jewels: The 
Astoria Column. From the column are sever- 
al wonderful hiking trails featuring ancient 
trees. 


ut back to the riverfront. There’s a 
B stretch of walking trail past the city’s 

17th Street Dock, heading toward the 
big Astoria Bridge linking Oregon to 
Washington. The riverfront walk invites visi- 
tors to meander the working riverfront. Make 
sure to pause at the small riverparks, fine 
places for picnics or peeks at the river. The 
walkway is a work in progress: Astoria offi- 
cials have committed to cleaning up the 
waterfront, which used to be home to the 
country’s largest gathering of canneries and 
fishpacking plants. 

Speaking of fish, there’s a fish market sev- 
eral blocks west and several restaurants with 
stunning views of the Columbia River. If 
you’re careful to notice, each street running 
perpendicular to the waterfront trail invites 


you into the heart of downtown Astoria. 
Along the way you might stop into an art 
gallery, coffee shop or cafe. The downtown 
streets offer visitors conveniences such as 
banks, a grocery store and the Community 
Store, 1389 Duane, a 21-year-old cooperative 
market offering fresh local produce, organic 
and other health food items. Another good 
bet for local produce and flowers is the 
Astoria Farmers Market, a seasonal gather- 
ing of local growers who sell goods from 
May through October near the Maritime 
Museum. 

Meanwhile downtown, you’ll find dozens 
of delightful shops. There are several vintage 
theaters in town showing first-run movies. Be 
ready for bustle: downtown Astoria on a 
weekday is full of working folks — this is the 
seat of Clatsop County — and cars traveling 
Commercial Street, a stretch of U.S. 
Highway 101. But a quiet weekend morning 
might mean time to meander, find a cup of 
coffee and a spot to read the newspaper. 

If you have children in tow, you might 
want to visit The Children’s Museum, 
Astoria’s year-round, indoor craft and play 
space for kids. The museum’s at No. 10 Sixth 
St., on Astoria’s waterfront. Admission is 
$2.50 each, with children under age 1 free. 

Be sure to get a walking tour map of 
Astoria’s historic places. One is available 
from the Heritage Museum. You can also 
trace Hollywood’s love affair with the area 
by picking up a copy of “Shot in Astoria” at 
the Heritage Museum. The town’s pretty low 
key about its famous visitors — Arnold 
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Schwarzenegger starred in “Kindergarten 
Cop” here and “Free Willy” was made in 
Astoria and Warrenton. 

On your way south through Astoria, you 
might notice the Astoria Bridge linking 
Oregon to Washington. Prior to its construc- 


tion in 1966, a 45-minute ferry ride across the 


Columbia River served as the only direct 
route between the Long Beach Peninsula and 
the Astoria area. The 4.4-mile-long structure 
is the longest continuous-truss bridge in 
North America. There is no toll for crossing 
the bridge. 

As you pass the entrance to the bridge, 
notice the Port of Astoria on your right. You 
might see stacks of logs lined up to be piled 
onto large ships bound for the Pacific Rim. 
Some marked areas of the port are open for 
public viewing. A marine spill response ves- 


sel, The Oregon Responder, is also tied up at 


the docks and is open for tours to the public 
by calling (503) 325-6330.

he North Coast is generally rider 

friendly, with bike lanes along high- 

ways, lots of low-traffic streets and 
miles of bike trails. 

There are several places to begin a bike 
ride, depending upon how far you want to 
go. ‘ 
Road riders who don’t care to look at the 

same scenery twice can choose among 

several loops, including the Lewis & 

Clark Road Loop. Half the route takes 

you to Seaside via U.S. Highway 101. Just 

before you enter Seaside heading south 

(past B.J.’s Pizza Palace), take a left on 
Lewis & Clark Road. (If you reach the 
bridge over the Neawanna River, you have 
gone too far.) The leisurely route back to 
Astoria passes through farm country, 
rolling hills, tree farms and other bucolic 
vistas. 

The road will bring you to Miles 
Crossing, where you pick up U.S. Highway 
101 Alternate and cross Old Youngs Bay 
Bridge to the south side of town. 

This isn’t a short route — about 40 miles 
— but it’s mostly flat. If you want to get to 
the best part first, just reverse the course. 

Another good loop — this one is about 30 
miles — takes you to Youngs River Falls 
and back. Take Oregon Highway 202 from 
the south side of Astoria towards Olney. 
When you pass the quaint Olney store, 
take a right’ That road takes you to the 
falls and Youngs River Road, which also 
brings you back to Miles Crossing. This is 
a rolling, sometimes bumpy, route. 

A good, controlled loop through some 
fabulous scenery is a spin through Fort 
Stevens State Park in Warrenton. There 
are 8 1/2 miles of bike trails through pine- 
scented woods, past military gun batteries 
(now monuments), over graceful, arched 
wooden bridges, through cool underpasses, 
past Coffenbury Lake up to the South 
Jetty, where you watch freighters and fish- 
ing vessels tackle the river bar; and down 
to the wreck of the Peter Iredale, an 
English sailing ship that made a wrong 
turn onto the beach in 1906. 

Your hosts at Fort Stevens ask that you 
stay on the bike trails and off footpaths 
and restroom trails, keep to the right, lock 
up your bike when not in use and watch 
out for pedestrians. There are offroad 
opportunities here, also, for mountain bik- 


ers who want to stay away from the lake 
trail dominated by hikers. 

The Long Beach Peninsula has many 
trails for the bicycle enthusiast. Favorite 
cycling areas include Fort Canby and 
North Head roads, Sandridge Road to 
Ocean Park, Oysterville and Nahcotta, U.S. 
101 from Johnson’s Landing near Naselle 
to Seaview along Willapa Bay, and Parpala 
Road from Naselle to U.S. 101. 

( Yyeave tr mountain bike trails 

weave through the North Coast and 

Long Beach Peninsula, offering 
enthusiasts the chance to get away from 
crowds. Be sure to pay attention to “No 
Trespassing” signs. Off-road biking 
includes trails that start at the Astoria 
Column drop you down to Astoria streets 
or take you out to Knappa, almost 15 miles 
east. Call Rich Fencsak at Bikes & Beyond 
(325-2961) for details; he helped develop 
these trails and organizes bike races along 
them. 

Fencsak offers these tips for visiting 
cyclists: 

¢ U.S. 101 is best ridden north to south 
during the summer and fall because pre- 
vailing winds are from the north/northwest. 

* U.S. 101 is one of the country’s favored 
bike-touring routes and is used by tens of 
thousands of cyclists from all over the 
world each year, especially from June- 
September. Please plan accordingly. 
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EAGLES 


I spy an eagle in the sky 


es 


agle watching is a full-year sport along 

the Lower Columbia River but eagle 

watchers love the rainy season on the 
river. That’s when hundreds of the birds 
gather to feed on the wealth offered by the 
rich estuary system. 

Some 38 nesting pairs of bald eagles 
make their home on the Columbia estuary 
year round, but with the rain and wind of 
winter come an over wintering population 
of more than 100. 

Though many lower river backwaters like 
Youngs Bay are good places to spot eagles, 
the Twilight Eagle Sanctuary is a safe bet 
to catch a glimpse of our nation’s symbol 
carrying out its daily routines. From U.S. 
Highway 30, take Old Highway 30 (signs 
mark the way) to a pull-out on the south 
side of the road and an interpretive platform 
along the river. 

Lucky visitors might catch a glimpse of a 
Twilight Eagle pair that nest in a clearcut 
across the highway. The pair can sometimes 
be seen feeding over the river or cruising 
the forested ridges along the water. 

The huge birds with the distinctive snow 
white heads and tails take to the snags and 
posts of the region, perching where the 
pickings are good for small birds, rodents 
and whatever else falls under the heading of

bald eagle can live 25 years and 

weigh as many pounds. Like most 

birds of prey, eagles break down the 
gender stereotypes of their human counter- 
parts: female eagles are bigger than males 
and tend to be more aggressive. 

Spotting bald eagles on the ground is 
made easy by their distinctive size and 
markings. Eagles in the sky are distin- 
guished by their sheer size and the sharp- 
edged shape of their wings compared to 


other birds of prey with more rounded wing 
tips. 
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FORT ASTORIA 


Finding 
the fort in 
Astoria 


or a history-packed corner of Astoria, 
look no farther than where 15th and 
Exchange streets meet. 

That’s where you will find Fort Astoria. 
Shortly after John Jacob Astor’s ship, the 
Tonquin, dropped anchor on April 14, 1811, 
crewmen started building the fort on what 
was then the banks of the Columbia River. 
Log footings of the original buildings were 
unearthed in 1931 during excavation for a 
hospital. The park area and replica of one of 
the Fort’s bastions were developed in 1956. 

Inarguably, the Fort’s favorite son would 
have to be Ranald MacDonald, Japan’s first 
English teacher. MacDonald was born at the 
Fort in 1824. His parents were Archibald 
MacDonald, factor for the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, and Princess Raven, daughter of 
Chinook Chief Concomly. 


Chocolate Wine? 
Lemon Meringue Pie Wine? 


At Shallon Winery, Paul van der Veldt serves 
up his chocolate-orange wine like Michelangelo 
presenting his bill for the Sistine Chapel 

paint job. 

“This is the ultimate creation of my old age, ” 
he says. “I can die happy now. There is nothing 
I can possibly do that tops this.” The rich brown 
nectar dribbles lazily into the tasting glass and 
settles like a thin, delectable pudding. 


In his cozy tasting room facing the Columbia 
River and the green hills of southwest 
Washington, van der Veldt has repeated this 
pleasurable presentation every day for the last 
15 years to some 50,000 visitors. 

“I have to have totally unique products 
because I’m not competing with my colleagues 
or cranking out thousands of cases of wine,” he 
says. “You can’t get these anywhere else in the 
world but right here; I only produce about 500 
gallons a year.” 


Limited quantities of these unusual wines may 
range from a totally dry blackberry that will age 
like a Cabernet and a foot-stomped Zinfandel - 
to the ultimate dessert Chocolate-Orange. 
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Another dessert wine somewhat in the style of 
Beerenauslese is “Lemon Meringue Pie” which 
tastes like its name and can be whipped to 
produce a “meringue.” 

The wine most frequently available is “Cran 
du Lait” - a velvety smooth cranberry wine with 
a beautiful iridescent rosé color, semi-dry with a 
little sweetness. This is the first good tasting 
whey (as in curds and whey) wine produced in 
the world!

Behold the Column! Jewel of ks 
Astoria comes alive after renovation 


0 visit to the North Coast would be 
Neve: without a stop at the 
Astoria Column. 

The past few years have marked a flurry 
of activity for the Column, a 125-foot-high 
monument decorated with murals depicting 
Pacific Northwest history. Erected in 1926 to 
designate the arrival of the railroad to the 
Northwest, the Column had been the victim 
of harsh weather. For years, dedicated volun- 
teers had studied ways to restore the monu- 
ment and raised thousands of dollars to do 
so. 
After months 
of painstaking 
work, the newly 
refurbished col- 
umn was 
unveiled in 
November 1995, 
much to the 
delight of local 
residents and 
Column lovers 
everywhere. Its 
murals were orig- 
inally carved into 
paint layered over 
cement using an 
etching technique 
called “sgraffito.” 
The murals wrap 
around nearly the 
entire length of 
the monument 
and were lovingly 
restored by mas- 
ter craftspeople.

Ina place of such history, there's 
no wonder some see ghosts 


screwdrivers and buckets of nails disap- 
ed as Lisa and Michael Kohlmeier 
fixed up the old Astoria building that became 
their antique store. 

But the night an ashtray scooted across a 
counter top, seemingly under its own power, 
was downright scary. “I got so scared, I went 
tearing upstairs,” where her husband and 
baby were, Lisa Kohlmeier remembers. 

Her mother and sister-in-law have seen the 
ghost of a woman on the stairs or coming out 
of a downstairs room at Victoria Dahl’s 
Antiques in Uppertown. Both have described 
the same image: a woman dressed in 
Victorian-era garb, a long black skirt and 
white shawl or shirt, with her hair down. 

Two customers at separate times have told 
the Kohlmeiers that they could sense spirits 
in the building. Another customer came down 
the stairs where the ghost has been reportedly 
seen, “literally screamed and ran out the 
door,” Lisa says. 


I was merely annoying when hammers, 


Although they’ ve never seen the ghost, the 
Kohlmeiers believe their building is haunted. 
They call her “Sara,” after Sara Olsen, who 
had the building built in 1896 and ran a mer- 
cantile, Sara Olsen’s Dry Goods and Notions, 
without a man’s help. 

Another friend suggests the apparition is 
that of a prostitute who worked in the build- 
ing when it was Niemi Saloon. 

“There’s nothing to be afraid of here,” Lisa 
says. “She leaves us alone and we leave her 
alone, and we cohabit very comfortably.” 

Joni Sherman understands. One night she 
was awakened in her bed by someone clasp- 
ing her ankle. Her husband was sound asleep 
next to her and nobody else was in the room. 

Rather than be spooked, Joni felt comfort- 
ed. “It was like you’d touch a child or some- 
one you care about,” she says. “It was like 
someone was checking on me.” 

That someone, she believes, was Mildred 
Stacy, who lived in the same house from the 
late 1920s until her death in 1989, at age 104.

\ ), JESTPORT, Ore. — In the fall, 
spawning salmon pushing their way 
up Plympton Creek put on a show 
for people waiting at the dock to ride the 
Wahkiakum County Ferry, about 30 miles 
east of Astoria off U.S. Highway 30 . 

The ferry takes passengers across the 
Columbia River from Westport to 
Washington’s Puget Island. People clamber out 
of their vehicles to watch the fish, take in the 
lush scenery, scuff their toes in the dirt and 
chat. The atmosphere is like an outdoor coffee 
counter: friendly conversation, but without the 
caffeine. 

All eyes turn as the blue-and-white ferry 
rounds a point of land and suddenly comes 
into view. The ferry, a tradition since 1925, is 
the last on the Lower Columbia. The nearest is 
some 480 miles upstream above Grand Coulee 
Dam. 

People hurry back to their cars as the pilot 
guides the ferry up to the dock. The deckhand 
secures the vessel with ropes to the pilings, 
lowers a cable across the bow, waves the vehi- 
cles off and waves a new load on, and collects 
fares. Twelve cars can fit on the platform ferry. 

The coffee klatch continues aboard during 
the 12-minute ride. A worker at the nearby 
James River Corp. pulp and paper mill in 
Wauna points out landmarks for a tourist from

The ferry system has never lost a passenger 
overboard in its 69 years. There’s been an 
occasional grounding, but nothing serious, just! 
a bump on the sand bar and off, the pilot says. 

Walter Coates started the ferry in 1925 wher 
he ran boats between Westport and Puget 
Island and between the island and Cathlamet, 
Wash. He drove passengers over the island in 
a Buick. The ferry has run continuously except 
for four months in 1959 when the owner 
closed it down. Wahkiakum County hired a 
tug and scow to fill in and then took over the 
ferry permanently.

The ferry leaves 
Westport, located off U.S. Highway 30, 
every hour from 5:15 a.m. to 10:15 p.m. The 
ferry averages 100 passengers in 30 trips a 
day. 

The trip is usually uneventful but fog, 
stormy weather and the unexpected spice up 
the job. Passing freighters dwarf the ferry but 
the skipper says they and bad weather are no 
challenge. The ferry is equipped with modern 
radar, and he sounds the horn to alert other 
vessels.

Several downtown buildings sport new 
paint and flower pots. You’ll notice 
Lighthouse Park as you arrive at the main 
intersection in town. It’s a memorial to the 
men and women who were in the deep-sea 
fishing industry. You might also see the busy 
Warrenton Mooring Basin — a charter boat 
hub. There are plenty of commercial fishing 
boats tied up at the marina. A quick walk on 
the docks can give you a taste of the rugged 
fishing lifestyle. 

Warrenton’s also the home of the area’s pre- 
mier paintball game business for would-be 
paintball warriors. The game involves people 
chasing each other and shooting paint bullets. 

You might hear people talk about 
Hammond. That’s a town that merged with 
Warrenton recently, though some folks still 
refer to themselves as Hammond residents. 
You will pass through it on the way to the 
beach. Don’t miss the view from the 
Hammond Marina. 

The downtown area is a gateway to one of 
the area’s jewels —Fort Stevens State Park. 
The state’s largest campground includes Civil 
War-era gun batteries and an excellent history 
museum. During the visitors’ season, histori- 
cal reenactment groups put on battles and 
maneuvers sure to thrill the military enthusi- 
ast. You can also tour the historic military 
sites by U.S. Army truck. A quieter excursion 
might find you hiking or biking on one of the 
park’s numerous trails through groves of trees

The park’s historical area is open from 10 
a.m. to 6 p.m., seven days a week from May 
through September and from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m.

Tours and demonstrations are offered from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day. An underground 
tour is offered for $2 and a tour of the park in 
a two-and-a-half ton army truck costs $2.50.

Campers — from recreation vehicle owners 
to the bike and tent variety — will find some- 
place to stay in Warrenton, be it the state park 
or one of the nearby private establishments. 

Across U.S. 101, you’ll find another one of 
Warrenton’s jewels: Fort Clatsop National 
Memorial. The park is the site of Lewis and 
Clark’s 1805-06 encampment and includes a 
visitor center and full-scale replica of the fort. 
During the summer, living history displays 
are offered, such as deer and elk-hide tan- 
ning, cedar shake splitting and candle mak- 
ing. The memorial includes a theater with 
history-related films. Pictorial displays, arti- 
facts and slides trace the explorers’ 18-month 
journey across uncharted and often inhos- 
pitable territory. 

The memorial is open from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
daily through mid-June with expanded hours 
of 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. until Labor Day. 
Admission is $4 for family or carload. Special 
passes are available.

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BIRD WATCHING 


An activity just for the birds 


he North Coast’s rich array of 
wildlife includes a constantly 
changing population of birds. In 
fact, this is one of the few areas of the 
state that boasts good bird-watching year- 
round. 

Bring binoculars, a note pad and a field 
guide, if you have them, to Fort Stevens 
State Park near Warrenton. If you don’t 
have a guide, a list of birds found at the 
park is available from the visitors’ center 
near the campground entrance for 50 cents. 

Try the South Jetty and parking areas C 
and D. Depending on the time of year, you 
may glimpse pelicans, chickadees and red- 
breasted nuthatches. Parking area D, 
between the Columbia River and Trestle 
Bay, features a wildlife blind with pho- 
tographs of common shore birds. Or stroll 
the park’s bicycle paths winding through 
forest and marshes. 


ast of Astoria along the Columbia 
Hive. the community of 

Brownsmead is a good place to 
watch for swans, bald eagles and hawks. 
In midwinter, just about every kind of 
duck found in Oregon is represented in the 
sloughs. 

To get to Brownsmead, take U.S. 
Highway 30 east about 16 miles from 
Astoria. A sign will direct you north. 

Across the Columbia River in 
Washington, the Lewis Unit of Leadbetter 
State Park on U.S. Highway 101 offers a 
diverse selection of hawks and swans. The 
park is a wildlife refuge, home to innu- 


merable waterfowl and animals. It is 
known to ornithologists as at least a 
stopover site for as many as 100 species 
of birds. Hiking trails abound and can be 
reached from parking areas, although the 
road leading to the park can be bumpy at 
times. 

Bird species include sandpipers, turn- 
stones, yellowlegs, sanderlings, knots, 
plovers, and the black brant, a sea goose 
which migrates along the Pacific between 
Alaska and Mexico. 

uring April and May, Leadbetter 
Dr: marshes and mud flats 

transform into a Mecca for migrat- 
ing shorebirds and brandts. 

Leadbetter is also the place where the 
snowy plover reaches the northern limit of 
its breeding range. These small shorebirds 
nest on the upper ocean beach in small 
scapes in the sand. Part of the dunes is 
closed to any entry — foot or car — from 
April through August to protect the nest- 
ing snowy plover, which has been desig- 
nated as a threatened species, under the 
federal Endangered Species Act. 

To get to the refuge, drive north along 
Sandridge Road from Nahcotta to 
Oysterville, head west (left) at Oysterville 
and follow the signs. The park is open 
6:30 a.m. to dusk April 1 through Oct. 15; 
8 a.m. to dusk Oct. 16 through March 31. 
A note about the Leadbetter bird refuge: 
The refuge can be a frustrating experience 
for beginning bird watchers. It’s a true 
bird sanctuary, keeping people distant 
from nesting grounds and often too far to

be able to identify species easily. 

Bird watching with a group can be a 
good way to get started if you’re not sure 
where or how to look for birds. The 
Lower Columbia Birding Association 
leads an excursion the first Saturday of 
each month. To go, all you have to do is 
show up in the parking lot of the 
Columbia River Maritime Museum,1792 
Marine Drive, Astoria, promptly at 8 a.m.

here are several places and ways for 
water lovers to make a splash in the 
Sunset Empire. 


To get into the swim, catch a wave or sail 
a board, you might want to try: 


OUTDOOR SWIMMING 

Lifeguards are on duty at Seaside, 
Cannon Beach and Coffenbury Lake at 
Fort Stevens State Park in Warrenton. 

In Seaside, check out the spot immediate- 
ly in front of the lifeguard tower, just west 
of the Turnaround at the end of Broadway. 
Swimmers should stay between the flags 
that mark the lifeguard’s area of visibility. 
Flotation devices, such as rafts, are prohib- 
ited. Warning flags posted on the lifeguard’s 
tower advise swimmers about ocean condi- 
tions. A red flag means danger; a yellow 
urges caution. To alert lifeguards, eight sig- 
nals along the beach can be tripped by 
pulling cords on the support posts. 


In Cannon Beach, at least two lifeguards 
watch over a two-mile beach from a tower 
near Haystack Rock from 9:30 a.m. to 5 
p.m. every day through Labor Day. Colored 
flags on the beach warn swimmers about 
surf conditions. You can’t launch boats 
here, unless they are dories, except by spe- 
cial permit from the state. No driving or 
parking is allowed on the beach. 

In Warrenton, head to Coffenbury Lake in 
Fort Stevens State Park. The lake has desig- 
nated swimming areas at its north and south 
ends, but they are often unsupervised, so 
parents should watch children carefully. 
Bathhouses and picnic areas are near both 
swimming areas. 

cean swimmers are advised to check 
QO lifeguards about the area’s 
treacherous currents and riptides, 
swim in groups of three or more and wear 
brightly-colored suits.

For schedule informa- 
tion, call (360) 665-5542 or 665-4055. 

¢ In Tillamook, look for the Tillamook 
County Family YMCA, 610 Stillwell Ave., 
Tillamook. The pool and the entire facility 
may be used by the public. Lap swim and 
family swim available. For more informa- 
tion, call (503) 842-9622. 

* In Nehalem, look for the Nehalem 
Bay Center. Offered are “aquarobics,” lap 
swim and public swim. For more informa- 
tion, call (503) 368-7121. 


OUTDOOR POOLS 

* Astoria has one public outdoor pool at 
Tapiola Park on the city’s south side. It is 
open early June through Labor Day. The 
pool schedules lap swims, adult and fami- 
ly swims and teen swims. Clothing and 
valuables can be checked while you swim. 
A concrete wading pool for young chil- 
dren is next to the main pool. For more 
information, call (503) 325-7275. 

During future visits, you’re likely to

SURFING 
Winter offers the best waves. Locals 

caution visitors to watch out for rocks, 
riptides and especially sharks, and to 
practice courtesy to other surfers.

Popular 
surfing spots 
include: 

¢ The South 
Cove, north of 
Tillamook Head 
and about two 
miles south of 
downtown 
Seaside.

SAILBOARDING 

Wave sailing opportunities abound on 
the ocean or open river or you can prac- 
tice your flat-water sailing on several 
small lakes. Do watch out for strong . 
winds and wear a wetsuit, because the 
water’s cold. ; 

* Fort Stevens State Park in Warrenton 
offers several spots for sailors of varying 
abilities. Head to Cullaby Lake if you are 
a beginner. Advanced sailboarders might 
want to test the waters off the South Jetty 
on the ocean side. The river side tends to 
be for intermediate to advanced boarders. 

* Where the Columbia River meets 
Youngs Bay is a prime spot for intermedi- 
ate to advanced sailboarders. It’s been 
said that when the winds are light in the 
Columbia River Gorge, this spot in 
Youngs Bay is the place to be. Look for 
the informal boarders trail to the water, 
usually marked by a small flag on the 
Warrenton side of the bridge by the 
PreMarg Centre. 
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* Fort Canby, three miles southwest of Ilwaco, just 
off U.S. 101. (800) 452-5687. 250 sites, 60 with full 
hookups. As of June 1996, 30 non-hookup sites will be 
converted to offer electricity and water. Also, two cab- 
ins, two yurts available. Showers, picnic area, surf and 


jetty fishing, beach access, interpretive center. 


WASHINGTON

Here’s some advice 
from Oregon State University’s Hatfield 
Marine Science Center: 

* What to bring: Binoculars, warm cloth- 
ing and rain gear. 

* Where to go: Choose a coastal headland 
that juts into the ocean. Elevation will help 
you see farther out to sea where the whales 
are. On the North Coast, try Ecola State 
Park on Tillamook Head near Cannon Beach 
and the turnouts off U.S. Highway 101 on 
Neahkahnie Mountain, north of Manzanita. 

If you’re lucky, you might spot spouts off 
of the beach at Fort Stevens State Park in 
Warrenton but generally the higher your van- 
tage point, the better the whale watching. Of 
course, perhaps the area’s most famous 
whale, the mechanized orca called “Willy” 
who starred in the movie “Free Willy” did its 
stunts in Hammond at the Hammond Marina. 
Still, lucky watchers have spotted orcas 
cavorting in the Columbia River. We’ re not 
lying. 

* When to go: You need calm seas and 
low winds. Early mornings are good, 
although the afternoon slant of sunlight may

help you spot telltale blows, or water spouts. 
But clear, sunny conditions are not required; 
a cloud cover makes it easier to see by 
reducing glare. 

What to look for: Scan the water 200 
yards to 2 miles out for the vaporous spouts 
that shoot as high as 12 feet in the air. Be 
patient. It may take a while to find the right 
place to look, but once you see one, you will 
usually see more. If you look carefully, 
you'll see part of the whale’s head and back 
as it surfaces. You might even witness 
whales’ more spectacular behavior. Whales 
raises their distinctive tails, or flukes out of 
the water, or they may poke their heads up 
just enough to raise an eye above the surface. 
Breaching whales rise head-first above the 
water before splashing back or to one side — 
a real treat for whale watchers.

he Seaside Museum, 570 Necanicum 
Drive, is experiencing a little history 
in the making. 

The museum, somewhat off the beaten 
path, has a facelift in the works. The outside 
will get a new facade, and the gift shop and 
displays will be improved as well. 
Additionally, a storage room full of photos 
and memorabilia will be inventoried on a 
computer. This will simplify future rotations 
of displays. 

The Seaside Museum’s the place to find 
interesting exhibits, including old printing 
presses and equipment from a local newspa- 
per. An old school classroom is depicted. A 
horse-drawn fire hose carriage is among the 
relics there, too. 

Especially fascinating are the changing 
scenes (and names) of Broadway. Beautiful 
hotels, an indoor ocean water pool and busi- 
nesses have come and gone along the street. 
Even earlier pictures depict the road as not 
much more than a dirt path with a few 
houses and campsites along its sides. 

Other photos show the 1912 devastation 
of a fire that destroyed a significant part of 
the entire downtown area.

The photos attest that the beach itself has 
undergone dramatic changes, too. It was 
once a thin sliver of rocks, until early devel- 
opers brought in sand. Later an engineering 
project at the mouth of the Columbia River 
caused sand to build up along the ocean- 
front. 

The collection also includes American 
Indian artifacts found in Seaside by archae- | 
ologists from the Smithsonian Institution. 


djacent to the museum building is 

the Butterfield House, constructed 

in 1893. In 1984 the cottage was 
moved from its original location on North 
Columbia to the museum site in order to be 
preserved as an exhibit. It has been inter- 
pretively restored to depict a beach cottage 
and rooming house of 1912. The Seaside 
Museum is a repository for the area’s histo- 
ry and artifacts. As such, it’s still improving | 
and seeking an identity both within the | 
community and as a tourist attraction.

Calling all state park 
campers! 


The new year brings great news for state park 
campers. Now there’s just one toll-free number to 
call to reserve your Oregon or Washington state 
park campsite. 

Call (800) 452-5687 and you've dialed into the 
Reservations Northwest service. The number is 
your ticket to nearly 50 Oregon and Washington 
state parks, including the popular Fort Stevens 
State Park on Oregon’s North Coast and Fort 
Canby State Park in Washington. You can reach 
an operator from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday 
through Friday year-round. 

Portland-area residents are asked to call (503) 
731-3411. 

In addition, Reservations Northwest will 
reserve facilities such as yurts, horse camps, 
group camps and meeting halls in Oregon. In 
Washington such sites could be added to the 
reservation system in the future. 

Any type of reservation costs $6. Campers pay 
the reservation fee and the first night's campsite 
rent when making the reservation. This advance 
deposit holds the campsite until 9 a.m. following 
the date of the reservation. 

There’s more to this new system, so make 
sure to find out everything you'll want to know 
when you call. A big change is that neither state 
will accept reservations by mail. Also, state parks 
will refer you to this number instead of taking your 
reservations, so get to your phones and plan your 
trips!

SUNSET POOL MURAL

6% ow This is Water,” proclaimed 
Marilyn Jylha as she rose to the 
surface of Sunset Pool after bat- 

tling cancer for several months. She had been 

an instructor at the pool, and died a month 
later. A mural, ‘““Now this is Water, the 

Miracle of Swimming,” titled in her honor, 

graces the outside entrance to Sunset Pool, in 

Seaside. Inviting patrons into the pool with 

its underwater perspective, the mural features 

kids dangling in the foreground and older 
people swimming and exercising in the back- 
ground. 

The 7-foot by 18-foot mural was commis- 
sioned to make the pool more visible to the 
public. Financed by businesses and private 
donations, the mural is an example of the 
community working together. 

“We were looking for something that 
would make the pool easier to find,” said 
Seaside artist Gary Savage. Sunset Empire 
Parks and Recreation District Director Mary 
Blake agreed, “I came down in 1984 for an 
interview and drove right by the pool. There 
was no big splash saying where the pool 
was.” After she was hired, the building was 
painted blue with racing stripes. When the 
Seaside Youth Center was added in 1993, the 
building was painted beige to blend the two 
structures. “You ought to do something with 
that wall,” Blake reported hearing from the 
public. 

According to Savage, he thought of the 8- 
foot underwater perspective while swimming 
from the deep end to the shallow end of 


Sunset Pool. He took underwater photographs 
of people during the family swim time. At 
first it was difficult to get models for the 
mural, but once the project got started, 
everyone, it seemed, wanted to be in the 
painting. Savage had to limit the participants 
to photos which were consistent in lighting 
and angle for placement in the mural. Most 
of the figures are identifiable Seaside resi- 
dents. ; 


e mural also provided an opportunity 
for Seaside High School student Jake 
Soller to act as an apprentice to 

Savage. He spends time working on the 
mural that would normally be spent in art 
class. “It gives working experience to a 
young person so he can pursue something 
that is important to him and may become his 
livelihood,” said Blake. 

After Jylha’s death, the Sunset Empire 
Parks and Recreation District decided to ded- 
icate the mural to her. As an aquatic instruc- 
tor she touched many lives with her passion 
and enthusiasm, according to Blake. She was 
an integral part of Sunset Pool’s success. 
While visiting Jylha in the hospital, Blake 
said, “She had just come from a deep sleep. 
Her spirit and body had been fighting cancer 
for months, but her light was still on fire in 
her aquatic blue eyes. She was able to speak, 
smile and say two words to me: ‘miracle’ 
and ‘swimming.’” From her words, “Now 
this is Water, the Miracle of Swimming,” the 
title of the mural was formed.

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TOWERING TREE 
Sitka spruce draws visitors 


he construction contractor paused, 
looked up at the towering Sitka 
spruce overhead and mused that the 
conifer could be used to build six two-bed- 
room homes. 

But he and a fellow worker pounded 
nails to help save the landmark tree. They 
built a raised platform around the base of 
the tree to protect it from its human admir- 
ers. 

“This is much ‘funner’ than framing a 
house because we get to be creative and 
the environment’s nice,” he said. 

The deck is intended to protect the tree’s 
exposed roots from being trod on. The 
damage is evident by “balling” and patches 
where bark has been stripped on roots. 

Purported to be the largest of its species 
in the world, the baronial tree draws more 
than 95,000 people a year to Klootchy 
Creek County Park. When last measured 
in 1973, the tree was 52 feet, 6 inches in 
circumference and 216-feet tall with a 93- 
foot crown spread. 

The Columbus Day Storm of 1962 blew 
the top of the tree off. A lightening bolt in 
the early 1970s left a scar partway up the 
tree. 

Klootchy is a perfect showcase with the 
tree — a remnant of the once plentiful old 
growth — and the salmon-running

On a beautiful summer day, easily 1,000 
people drop by the park along U.S. 
Highway 26, five miles east of Seaside. 
The park usage drops off during the win- 
ter but still draws a lot of local fishermen 
who come to dip their poles in the 
Necanicum. 

The octagonal deck is almost as impres- 
sive as the tree. Made of treated hemlock, 
the structure is nearly 2,900 square feet 
overall. To get around the trunk’s massive 
girth, the deck stretches 54-feet across. A 
90-foot-long ramp connects the deck to 
the gravel parking area for wheelchair 
users. ; 

Estimated in 1973 to be 400 years old, 
the spruce is showing its age. Over the 
years, the lower branches have died and 
been cut off. More and more needles are 
browning. The deck could outlast the tree.

Playhouse presents top-notch entertain- 
ment. Phone the theater, (503) 436-1242, 
for information. This year’s scheduled 
performances include the feel-good 
favorite, “Harvey,” and “A Colonial 
Christmas,” a celebration of colonial times 
with a focus on family, tradition and the 
joy of the season. 

Haystack Rock has lent its name to two 
educational programs. One, the Haystack 
Rock Awareness Program, is designed to 
teach tourists and residents about the vari- 
ety of wildlife on and near the rock. The 
other is the Haystack Program in the 
Arts, a series of one- and two-week class- 
es in music, writing, and graphic arts 
sponsored by Portland State University. 

Cannon Beach got its name when a can- 
non from a Navy war sloop, USS Shark, 
washed ashore and was salvaged. The can- 
non is preserved at the Heritage Museum 
in Astoria, and reconstructions of it are 
displayed at roadside viewpoints.

e Pacific Northwest is a great area to 
explore on foot. If you want a short out- 

ing, you can hike from Clatsop 
Community College’s Astoria campus to the 
city’s tallest landmark, the Astoria Column. 
Go to the east end of the school’s main park- 
ing lot to find the short, steep and sometimes 
slippery trail that winds through the woods to 
the top of Coxcomb Hill and the column. 

If crossing the Astoria Bridge to 
Washington is on you itinerary, there are sev- 
eral short but interesting walks on the north 
side of the Columbia River. 

At the Fort Canby campground, just past 
Ilwaco, Wash., four trails provide seven routes 
ranging in length from two-tenths of a mile to 
a mile and a half. The 1,500-foot North Head 
Lighthouse Trail is accessible by wheelchair. 
The Coastal Forest Trail starts at the Fort 
Canby store and winds among spruce trees 
9 feet in circumference. It has views of the 
Ilwaco boat channel along the way. For infor- 
mation, call the park office at (360) 642-3078. 

At Leadbetter Point on the tip of the 
Long Beach Peninsula, a 2 1/2-mile-loop 
trail traverses the dunes of the Willapa 
Bay Wildlife Refuge. For more informa-

Mountain Trail — in Saddle Mountain State 
Park off U.S. Highway 26, about 20 miles 
east of Seaside — provides a spectacular 360- 
degree view from the top of the 3,283-foot 
peak, the highest in the Coast Range. On a 
clear day the view includes Nehalem Bay, 
Astoria, Mount Rainier, Mount Adams, 
Mount St. Helens and Mount Hood. The four- 
mile hike takes from three to four hours and is 
difficult in places. Sturdy hiking boots are rec- 
ommended. 

Fort Clatsop National Memorial near 
Warrenton is the starting point for a 14-mile 
hike along the Lewis and Clark Historic Trail. 
Area Boy Scouts have laid out a trail that gen- 
erally follows a route the famed explorers took 
during their winter encampment of 1805-06. 
The trail follows logging roads to Cullaby and 
Carnahan lakes. Then it moves west to the 
beach, where it turns south to Gearhart and 
then runs along U.S. 101 to the Prom in 
Seaside. It ends at the Lewis and Clark Salt 
Cairn near the south end of the Prom. Maps of 
the trail are available at Fort Clatsop. 

Fort Stevens State Park, \ocated in 
Warrenton and Hammond at the mouth of the 
Columbia River, has miles of well-maintained 
trails with splendid views amid historic mili- 
tary artifacts. For the most part, the terrain is 
not very steep. 

The park is a good place to pick up the 
Oregon Coast Trail , a three- to four-day hike, 
or you take it a stretch at a time for a nice day 
trip. Following is a section-by-section descrip- 
tion of the northernmost part of the trail — 
from the Columbia River South Jetty to 
Barview near Tillamook, about 60 miles south 
of Astoria: 

* To get there, start at the jetty at Fort 
Stevens State Park. The first stretch extends 
south on'the beach for 14 miles to Gearhart, 
around Little Beach and onto U.S. 101, 
through Seaside, past the Lewis and Clark 
Salt Cairn and along Ocean Vista Way to the 
beginning of the Tillamook Head Trail. It’s 
an easy, flat walk.

¢ The hike over Tillamook Head is steep at 
times, but the view seaward from the top of 
Tillamook Head is so magnificent that 
William Clark described it in his journal as 
the most spectacular view he had seen on his 
epic journey. Unless you plan to spend the 
night at Ecola State Park or have a car to meet 
you there, you’ll have to hike back to the 
beginning of the five-mile trail. Allow four or 
five hours one-way. 

* From Hug Point, the trail continues down 
the beach to Arch Cape. There it crosses the 
highway and continues past several private 
homes and onto a steep path over the Arch 
Cape Tunnel. A long, winding trail intersects 
U.S. 101 again, then goes back to the hemlock 
forests for a short hike to the beginning of 
Cape Falcon Trail. 

¢ A cedar post marks the beginning of the 
trail to Cape Falcon. The trail takes hikers 
through a dark, third-generation hemlock for- 
est before reaching the cape. A short walk 
through the salal, salmonberry and wild roses 
will bring you to Short Sands Beach, a popu- 
lar camping spot. 

¢ Beyond the campground lies a steep trail 
over Neahkahnie Mountain — the next section 
of the Oregon Coast Trail and once the only 
direct route between Nehalem and Arch Cape. 
The Neahkahnie Mountain Trail begins just 
across the highway. It’s a steep trip to the top, 
but the ocean view is worth every inch. The 
trip down the south side of the trail is an easy 
walk back to the highway. The trail is a com- 
plete loop, ending at U.S. 101 near the spot 
where it began, about 10 miles south of 
Cannon Beach just north of Manzanita. 
Continue on U.S. 101 through Manzanita and 
down the beach to Nehalem. 

* At Nehalem, it’s best to call ahead for a 
boat ride across the Nehalem River to 
Manhattan Beach — then it’s on to Barview. 
The trail has been extended to Sand Lake, 
past Cape Lookout and Cape Meares. Call the 
state Parks and Recreation Division for an up- 
to-date report on trail conditions before start- 
ing out, (800) 452-5687.

ike its neighbor to the north, 
Manzanita has many year-round resi- 

dents who have shielded the commu- 
nity from over-development. Its on-the- 
beach location makes Manzanita the per- 
fect place for a contemplative walks, kite 
flying or catching some rays on a sunny. 
North Coast day. There’s also a public 
nine-hole golf course and a handful of 
excellent restaurants. 

Nehalem Bay State Park (503) 368- 

5943 is nearby and along with the standard 
tent, hiker or recreational vehicle campsite, 


offers horse camps, yurts and an airstrip. 

Down the road, Nehalem offers a cluster 
of shops featuring antiques and curiosities. 
There’s also a grouping of galleries and a 
favorite attraction, the Nehalem Bay — 
Winery (503) 368-WINE. Find the winery ai 
mile off of 101, on Oregon Highway 53 
between Wheeler and Nehalem. When 
Patrick McCoy 
opened the 
winery in 1973,. 
it was the sev- 
enth in the state 
(there are now 
about 100.) He 
began produc- 
ing blackberry 
and cranberry 
wine and later 
cultivated Pinot 
Noir grapes. 
Today the win- 
ery produces 
pinot, white 
reisling, Bay 
Blush and 
Niagara, from 
grapes grown 
near Salem. 
The winery 
offers a pig 
roast and bar- 
beque every 
weekend, all 
summer long. 
There are also 
theatrical per- 
formances by 
the winery’s 
“Theatre 
AuVin” play- 
ers. 
Entertainment 
includes a little 
bit of every- 
thing. During most summers excursions are 
offered on weekends the “Fun Run 
Express,”’ a 28-mile, round-trip railway 
excursion between Garibaldi and the 
Nehalem Bay Winery. Besides fabulous 
views of the Pacific Ocean, Tillamook Bay, 
Nehalem Bay, the Nehalem River, numer- 
ous lakes and tall stands of giant trees, the 
“Fun Run” winds up at the winery for food, 
entertainment, fellowship and, of course, 
wine, before returning to Garibaldi. Call the 
winery for more information. 

The next town south on U.S. 101, 
Wheeler, boasts of sunsets and sportfish- 
ing. Check in at the Wheeler Marina (503) 
368-5780 for boat or canoe rentals or grab 
a kayak for an hour or the day from 
Annie’s Kayaks (503) 368-6055. 
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he next two towns, Garibaldi and 

Rockaway Beach, are sandwiched 

between two bays - Nehalem Bay to 
the north and Tillamook Bay to the south. 
Those bays shape much of life in these two 
towns. They offer a variety of attractions — 
from fishing to festivals — and are some of 
northern Tillamook County’s treasures. 

Rockaway Beach is primarily a vacation 
getaway, with miles of sand and a variety 
of activities. This is good a place to bring 
your kids because of the arcades and novel- 
ty stores and close proximity to the beach. 
However, do be careful if you test the 
ocean waters: they’re dangerous. You can 
take to the waters, however, by boat. 
Bottom fishing is available from charter 
boat companies, as is crabbing. If you want 
to stick to land, you can always try surf and 
jetty fishing or clamming. Other recreation- 
al activities include kite flying, sailing, 
scuba diving and wind surfing. Several 
community activities are planned between 
the Fourth of July and Labor Day, includ- 
ing an August arts & crafts festival and 
sandcastle building festival. 

Garibaldi is a deep-sea fishing port for 
charter and commercial boats. Traditionally 
a fishing and logging community, the town 
is tucked away against the Coast Range 
with Tillamook Bay stretching out before 
it. The town hosts the annual Garibaldi 
Days Festival in July. The event features 
fireworks, a lighted boat parade, a festival 
court, a parade and a wide variety of enter- 
tainment. While in Garibaldi, check out 
Lumberman’s Park, the home to an 
antique steam engine and its passenger 
cars, or “Mulligans.” The train stopped run- 
ning in the early 1960s. There are also sev- 
eral nice antique stores, fish markets and 
restaurants with water views. 

The green, wooded areas to the east of 
these communities are the recovering 
forests of the Tillamook Burn. In the sum- 
mer of 1933, a vast forest fire roared 
through northern Tillamook County, turn- 
ing the peaceful hillsides into an inferno. 

In 1939 and 1945, other fires broke out 
in the same region. More than 13.5 mil- 
lion board feet of Oregon’s finest timber - 
more than 500 square miles worth - was 
destroyed. Some of those trees were more 
than 400 years old. 

Today, the lush hillsides of the 
Tillamook State Forest show how well the 
region has recovered. There are a variety 
of places to camp or picnic in the forest 
and trails wind through stands of Douglas 
fir. For more information on forest recre- 
ation activities, call the Tillamook District 
headquarters, (503) 842-2545. 


eyond Rockaway Beach are several 
B small communities, including Bay 

City. There’s an art gallery and wine 
tasting room there, as well as places to buy 
fresh and smoked seafood. 

Once you hit Tillamook, you can’t help 
but notice cows popping up in lush fields 
along the roadside. Cows are sacred here, 
by the way, because of the rich sweet milk 
they produce. Much of that milk is turned 
into products at the Tillamook Cheese fac- 
tory, 4175 Highway 101 North, (503) 842- 
4481. In fact, the company makes the top- 
selling cheese in the Northwest and pro- 
duces 40 million pounds of cheese a year, 
most of it tangy cheddar, using a process 
first developed in Cheddar, England. A 
creamery tour takes visitors through the 
process of turning the sweet milk collected

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daily from local farms into world-famous 
Tillamook Cheddar, jack and spread 
cheeses, not to mention butter and ice 
cream. The tour starts with a bird’s-eye 
view of the vats and machinery used in the 
cheesemaking process; visitors can trace the 
progress of the product, from milk to 40- 
pound blocks of Cheddar. Perhaps the best 
part of the tour is the tasting room and 
shop, where visitors queue up for samples 
and blocks or rounds of cheese to bring 
home or send as gifts. The longest line 
forms for Tillamook ice cream. It’s fresh, 
it’s sweet and it comes in more flavors than 
Baskin-Robbins. 

Farther down the road, you’ll find the 
Blue Heron Cheese Factory, 2001 Blue 
Heron Drive, (503) 842-8281. This is a 
good place to find picnic makings as well 
as taste some of the Pacific Northwest’s 
superb wine. The Blue Heron is famous for 
its brie, notably the herb and cracked pep- 
percorn varieties, and Camembert. Samples, 
served on fresh — baked French bread — are 
generous. The delicatessen offers home- 
made soups and sandwiches. 

Once your stomach’s full, you might want 
to find some nourishment for the eyes. 
There’s plenty at the Tillamook Naval Air 


Station Museum, off U.S. 101, four miles 
south of Tillamook, (503) 842-1130. It’s 
housed in the largest clear-span wooden 
building in the world, big enough for six 
football fields and covering seven acres. 
Exhibits include a Stratocruiser cargo plane, 
a blimp called the Flying Dutchman and 
more than a dozen military planes call 
Hangar B home, including a PT-17 
Stearman biplane, a P-51 Mustang, an ME 
109 Messerschmidt, an F4U-7 Corsair, an 
MK-8 Spitfire, a B-25 Mitchell and a J2F 
Duck. There’s also a hot air balloon, a Huey 
helicopter and two sleek Czechoslovakian 
L-29 Delphin jets. The museum offers blimp 
rides during the summer, using a model 138- 
S airship, as well as scenic flights in fixed- 
wing craft, including biplanes. A gift shop 
stocks hundreds of books, souvenirs, shirts, 
caps and other items of interest to aviation 
aficionados. Summer hours are 9 a.m. to 6 
p.m. There are group discounts and all vet- 
erans are admitted free on Veterans Day. 
The museum is closed on Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. 

Then there’s also the Tillamook County 
Pioneer Museum, 2106 Second, (503) 842- 
4553. Admission’s free at this spot, one of 
the premier regional history museums in the 
state.

A few miles north on U.S. 101 is the unin- 
corporated community of Chinook. In 1805, 
explorers Meriwether Lewis and William 
Clark camped near the present-day site of 
the lovely, and somewhat weathered, St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church. Today Chinook is 
home to the Sea Resources Hatchery; 
salmon ponds are open for public tours dur- 
ing the summer. 

Ilwaco’s basic industry continues to be 
fishing. The modern port can house boats up 
to 100 feet and is home to salmon, crab, 
charter, tuna and other fisheries. The down- 
town is undergoing a wave of revitalization. 

West of Ilwaco is the Cape 
Disappointment Historic District. Drive 
west from the downtown stop light on the 
scenic loop to Fort Canby, North Head, and 
the Cape. In the historic district, sights to 
see include: 

¢ The North Head Lighthouse was built 
in 1889 to help boats approaching from the 
north. From here you can view the infamous 
triangle ominously known as the 
“Graveyard of the Pacific,” a body of 
water that has claimed almost 2,000 vessels 
of all types and nearly 700 lives. On a 
lighter note, weddings can be performed at 
the North Head Lighthouse facility. For 
more information contact the Fort Canby 
office, (360) 642-3078. 

¢ Fort Canby was built in the 1860s to 
help guard the Columbia River’s entrance. 
The park’s hours are 6:30 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
April 1-Sept. 30 and dawn to dusk during 
the off-season.

To learn more about Ilwaco’s area’s rich 
history, spend some time at the IIwaco 
Heritage Museum, 115 SE Lake St. The 
museum’s open 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday 
through Saturday and noon to 4 p.m., 
Sundays during the summer. Winter hours 
are Monday through Saturday, 10 a.m. to 4 
p-m., and closed on Sundays.

The Cranberrian Fair is held each 
October in Ilwaco. During the festival, 
cranberry lovers celebrate the harvest of 
the red berries from local bogs.

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CHINOOK SALMON HATCHERY 
Out of the fry-ing pen

Cries Wash., is home to the oldest 
salmon hatchery in the state of 
Washington. 

Alfred E. Houchen began experimenting 
with artificial salmon propagation in 1883 on 
the Bear and Chinook rivers. Houchen devel- 
oped a way to raise the fertilized salmon eggs 
into fry so they would have a better chance of 
survival by rigging up a water 
wheel device that constantly 

poured fresh water over the 
developing eggs. 
__ This pioneer in the field of & 
fish rearing moved his operation 
to its present site in 1885 in order to create 
a permanent location. Houchen perfected 
hatchery techniques and the Chinook 
hatchery was the first to raise fish outside 
streams. Fish were privately supplied by set 
nets and fish traps along the river. 

The state took over the hatchery in 1895.

hose people stomping the wet sand at 
[es ocean’s edge aren’t embarked on 

just any primal ritual: they’re stalking 
the wily razor clam. 

Clamming is easy enough with the right 
attitude and equipment. Clam diggers use a 
clam shovel or section of plastic pipe called 
a clam gun. Quarter-sized depressions in the 
sand at the tide line mark the clam’s lair. 

Most clammers hit the beach about an 
hour on either side of low tide. One note: 
check with local fish and wildlife officials 
before clamming in 1996. As this guide went 
to press, razor clams were off-limits in 
Oregon due to naturally occurring toxins. 

On the Long Beach (Wash.) Peninsula, 
where clamming is safe, it is important to 
remember that the rules have changed for 
clamming licenses. You now need a Personal 
Use Shellfish License that costs $5 for resi- 
dents and $20 for non-residents. Daily 
licenses are also available. 

Senior resident licenses are $3 this year, 
$20 for non-residents. 

When digging clams you must keep the 
first clams you dig, regardless of size or con- 
dition. You cannot throw clams away or stick

them back in the sand without risking a seri- 
ous fine from enforcement officers. 

Areas open to clam digging will be 
announced. It is illegal to dig razor clams on 
closed beaches or in clam reserves. 

Clam seasons on the Washington coast 
have become an iffy thing lately, due to the 
presence of naturally occurring but potential- 
ly dangerous domoic acid and red tide toxins. 

Domoic acid, considered dangerous to 
humans in levels above 20 parts per million, 
is produced by cyclical phytoplankton 
blooms.

More than Just a grove, 
it’s a nature wonderland 


ong Island is a 4,700-acre nature 
wonderland. It is home to an abun- 

dance of wild birds and animals, 
and contains one of the last remaining 
reproducing climax forests, a unique, 
274-acre stand of cedars that first sprout- 
ed during a dramatic West Coast climate 
change some 4,000 years ago. 

In recent years the cedar grove has 
received much attention as the U.S. 
Congress appropriated more than $6.3 
million to purchase about 155 acres of the 
grove from the Weyerhaeuser Co. The 
purchases completed the acquisition of 
the 274 acres. A buffer zone was pur- 
chased later to protect the grove from 
high winds, disease and fire. 

Weyerhaeuser completed logging opera- 
tions on the island in 1993 and the island 
will all now be permitted to revert to a 
natural state. 

The cedars average 5-7 feet in diameter, 
although some are 11 feet wide. They 


average 150 to 160 feet in height. 

The grove is just one small part of the 
island managed by the Wildlife Service. 
Visitors to the island must provide their 
own boat to traverse an approximate 100- 
yard-wide channel from the boat launch att 
the refuge headquarters on U.S. Highway 
101, or launch at the Nahcotta Boat Basin 
for a crossing of approximately one mile. 

After tying up their boats, to reach the 
grove visitors hike 2-1/2 miles along the 
island’s main road.’ Only a small sign 
marks the beginning of the trail through 
the second-growth timber to the north 
side of the grove. A three 3/4-mile-long 
interpretive trail has been constructed. 


he refuge offers much more than 
just the grove. Although five camp- 
grounds with 25 sites are available 
on the island, the Wildlife Service encour-- 


ages day use of the island. Campgrounds 
are known to fill quickly on fair-weather

The pileated woodpecker, one of refuge 
manager Jim Hidy’s favorites, is the size 
of a crow and beautifully marked. 

‘Both canoeing and kayaking have 
become popular at the island. Hidy advis- 
es people traveling to the island to assess 
their physical ability in both boating and 
camping. “The bay is extremely unforgiv- 


ing,” he explains. 

Campers are advised to carry their own 
water. Camping is permitted only in 
established sites and all non-burnable 
garbage must be carried off the island. If 
boating to Long Island, it is advisable to 
consult tide tables to make sure the tide is 
high enough to reach the campgrounds.

estled in a quiet valley between 
N« shores of Willapa Bay and the 

mighty Columbia River, the 
Naselle community proudly remembers 
its pioneering past. 

The name Naselle is apropos. It is from 
the Chinook Indian word “‘Na-sil,” mean- 
ing protected, sheltered or hidden. Life in 
the early days of Naselle meant back- 
breaking labor. The valley was a wilder- 
ness so dense with giant spruce, hemlock, 
fir and cedar that sunlight lost its way 
before it reached the forest floor. 

With the inspiration of the early pio- 
neers, Naselle flourished. Logging and 
fishing, the dominant factors in the econ- 
omy of the past, remain an important way 
of life to many Naselle families, passed 
down from generation to generation. In 
fact, most families in the Naselle Valley 
can trace their roots to early pioneers. The 
area’s many families celebrate their her- 
itage July 26-28 this year during the

It’s one of the few 
beaches around 
that’s actually 
growing as the 
ocean tides 
change over time 
— if it’s been a 
few years since 
you were last 
here, you may be 
walking on beach 
that was once 
under water. 

Spanning every 
category of inten- 
tion, design, and color - from whimsical to 
practical to rainbow-hued - kites will 
inhabit the skies over the beach. In 
August, take in the 15th annual festival. 

Also of note to kite lovers is the Long 
Beach World Kite Museum and Hall of 
Fame. 

The museum was established to preserve

In addition to 
the Checkley col- 
lection, the muse- 
um features many other donated kites and 
a kite lovers hall of fame. A committee of 
members from China, Germany, England, 
Canada, Australia, Japan, Italy and the 
United States nominates individuals who 
have contributed to the kiting community.
